TERM IN STATE PENITENTIARY

Fletch Deaton, although showing no 
emotion as the verdict wap read, is a 
broken man. Long confinement and 
the anxiety and strain of the trial have 
made a marked change in his appear- 
ance and he has greatly aged under 
the unusual and unwholesome atmos- 
phere and inaction of jail life.

Estate of J. Milton Colton of Phila- 
delphia Contributes to Presbyterian 
Other 



Philadelphia. — Funds aggegating 
more than $350,000 are bequeathed to 
various activities of the Presbyterian 
church by the will of J. Milton Colton, 
a former Philadelphia banker, pro- 
bated the other day in Norristown. 
The estate is valued at $1,500,000. 

After providing for his widow and 
other members of his family, a fund 
of $350,000 is created and divided into 
20 parts. Three parts go to the board 
of foreign missions of the Presbyterian 
church to pay salaries of missionaries; 
two parts to the Presbyterian board 
for relief of disabled ministers and 
the widows and orphans of deceased 
ministers and three parts to the board 
of publication of Sabbath school work 
of the Presbyterian church. 

The remaining parts are devised to 
local Presbyterian charities and for 
founding and endowment of a Young 
Men's Christian association at Abing- 
ton, where Mr. Colton lived.

The Board of Election Commission- 
ers of Bourbon County, consisting of 
the Sheriff of Bourbon County and a 
Democratic Election Commissioner 
and a Republican Election Commis- 
sioner, met last Thursday and what 
the News predicted several weeks 
ago would happen, was exactly what 
did happen. 

The readers of the News will remem- 
ber that we called attention to the fact 
that as early as last August a list of 
five names was certified (as though 
selected at a meeting of the Demo- 
cratic County Committeto the State 
Board of Election Commissioners at 
Frankfort, from which a Democratic 
Election Commissioner for Bourbon 
County was selected by the State 
Board, and that all five of the names 
certified to the State Board 
turned out to be for Dundon and 
O'Brien. There are twenty of the 
Democratic Commissioners and it 
takes eWec to make a quorum and 
14 or 15 of the 20 have signed a state- 
ment that no such meeting was ever 
held. Still all five of the names for 
Dundon and O'Brien went though, 
there had been a meeting, resulting, of 
course, in a partisan of Dundon and 
O'Brien being named as Democratic 
Election Commissioner. We also call- 
ed attention to the recent automobile 
trip of Dundon and O'Brien to Frank- 
fort to prevent this pratisan selection 
from being disturbed. The advantage 
of having a partisan of theirs in the 
office of Democratic Election Commis- 
sioner of Bourbon County is obvious 
when we remember that there are but 
three members of the Board and that 
the Republican Election Commissioner 
[ was hostile to Mr. Hinton and against 
McMillan, so that a partisan of Dun- 
don and O'Brien filled the office of 
Democratic Election Commissioner 
would unite with the hostile Republi- 
can Commissioner in selecting the offi- 
cers of the coming election, those two 
members of the Board of three con- 
trolling.

A great ball will be given in 
the First Regiment Armory, which has 
a capacity of 20,000 for them. 

Forty per cent of the white male 
population of Kentucky engaged in the 
War of 1812, consequently forty per 
cent of the succeeding generation were 
really sons and daughters of that war, 
and, estimating that one-half of them 
intermarried with families which did 
not participate in the war, sixty per 
cent of the third generation were 
grandchildren of the war, and in sim- 
ilar manner at least seventy-five per 
cent and probably as high as ninety 
per cent of the fourth and incoming 
fifth generations are descendants of 
Kentuckians who fought in that war. 

It is estimated that in the state of 
Kentucky alone one million men, wom- 
en and children are eligible to partici- 
pate in the proposed reunion, and it 
is estimated that another million now 
living outside of Kentucky are eligible 
to participate. 

During the week of the celebration 
in Louisville spectacular free events, 
including features on a mammoth 
scale not heretofore given with any 
American celebration, will be provided 
every afternoon and eveniug. Pilgrim- 
ages to notable historic scenes of in- 
terest may be made in the mornings. 
In addition to free attractions there 
will be scores of the highest priced 
amusement concessions that can be se- 
cured on the American continent. 

The railroads in a radius of 500 
miles of Louisville have been asked 
to make a rate for the celebration 
week and immediately preceding and 
following that week of one cent a mile. 
Railroads running out of Louisville 
probably will give low rates to other 
points in Kentucky, so that formei 
Kentuckians who live a great distance 
can visit their old homes as well as 
attend the Louisville celebration. 

Local committees are preparing ac 
1812 museum, in which they solicit the 
loan of any souvenir or relic of the 
War of 1812, providing the transpor 
tation at their expense, and guaran- 
teeing that articles loaned for the 
week will be returned to owners. This 
museum for the time being will un 
doubtedly be the most valuable collec 
tion in America.
